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Attachment to Advisory Action 

The examiner appreciates the filing of the affidavit by the applicant. However, upon 
careful review and consideration by the examiner, the affidavit does not overcome the prior art. 
In the applicant's affidavit, the applicant believes that the structure of Timme, noting Figure 4, 
does not disclose a "shoulder" because the shoulder does not prevent relative axial movement 
between the members of the threaded connection. 

The examiner most respectfully disagrees for at least two reasons. First, Timme refers to 
the structure of Figure 4 as a "bench mark shoulder" (see col. 1, lines 46+), which is well known 
in the art of pipe connections. The examiner also refers to Timme' s Figure 4 and the applicant's 
Figure 3. The comparison between these two Figures is that these structures are nearly identical 
so from this standpoint, Timme would inherently prevent relative axial movement between the 
members of the threaded connection in the same manner as the applicant. Secondly, the mere 
presence of the structural material of the shoulder (region under element 13 in Fig. 4) would 
provide at least some force against the other threaded member to prevent an axial movement, say 
for example in Fig. 4, a force in the horizontal direction pointing to the right. 

Therefore, the examiner maintains the rejections with respect to Timme.
